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friend, end elio quite effectively shocked one vehement German by 
telling him that the only person of his own snrnome whom I knew 
in England was a yonth^n the Jewish house at. Cli^n College. I 
can best sum np, however, by saying that anyone who expects to 
discuss the Jewish situation in Germany from English standpoints of 
reason and lair play will be disappointed.’* . . 

In a letter to us Col. Ijennard disclaims being tax authority on 
Germany and adds ** I am'certainly not a fluent German scholar 
and I was the more surprised that the anti-Jewish attitude of which 
I have written should manifest itself amongst friends and,.acquaint- 
ances of whom th^ large majority spoke English, had* traveled ^d 
were possessed of cuUulre. Even where I found critics oitne Hitler 
regime amongst these people, I found also that in practically every 
fikifA the idea of Jewish responsibility for defeat, inflation,.unem¬ 
ployment, and indeed most of all of the ills of Germany, had got at 
least some hold. For the most port these people merely shrugged 
their shonlders when I pointed out that England and other countries 
were likely to benefit considerably from the enforced export from 
Germany of Jewish brains. ■ ‘I do not think that my views upon 
Germany are of any general value although I am something of a 
trained observer and believe that these views are correct.” 

The particular value of Col. Leunard’s views on this issue is 
perhaps that he was in Germany as a non-Jew moving among 
Jews. Jewish observers moving among Jews are liable to.be misled 
by an understandable tendency to minimise matters. German Jews 
must be optimists in order to keep their sanity. We over here, 
however, must nob shut our eyes to the possibility of the further 
exploitation of anti-Semitism to enable the Aryans ” to bear the 
trials of a. hard winter, and Col. Lennard’s reference to the fate 
of the Jews os “ present or pending ” shouU'not be overlooked. 
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JEWISH DOCTORS 

Difficulties of Panel Practice 
Enormous Decrease of 3tudents 

According to the* German medical ' periodical Deotschbs 
AebtzbblA!^ tbe numbed of medical students.-ot Jewish* religion 
has decrea^ by four-fifths in two years.^' in the summer term of 
1982 there were 1,898 such students; in the summer of 1988, 916; 
imd by theXast winter term the number had fallen to 866. These 
figures do ncd include m^y people of Jewish descent but not of 
Jewish .religion wbo have been excluded from studying. 

The figures will be smaller still next year, for the Beich Minister

Fund, as it is called) is considerably mOre universal in Germany 
than in England. Application was the^fore nlade to the President 
of the German Sick Benefit Funds for permission to open a Jewish 
Sick Benefit Fund, in which Jewish doctors and chemists could bo 
employed. The President, however, refused tb® sqipUcation. 

It is better news that the hosi^tal of the Berlin Jewish com* 
mnnity in the Exerzierstrasse has now been officially included in 
the list of private clinics.to which persems insured in the sick funds 
may be sent. 

The Frabnkischb TAOESZEXTUNa reports: Cases have been 
multiplying of late where Aryau doctors who possess names 
common to Jews have been taken for Jews and .avoided by fellow- 
Germans. Bumours circulate that such persons are no longer 
admitted to panel practice and have-^liherefore emigrated. We call 
attention to the fact that such unsubstantial rumours do not corre¬ 
spond to the demands placed upon us by the ideal of hational unity, 
as they are capable of causing the severest and most unjustiflabie 
economic harm to the doctors concerned. It is therefore essential 
that feilow-Germans who .wish to visit Aryan doctors and 
uncertain of the position in the racial sense should consult the list 
of Aryan doctors available in Nazi ofiloes, chemists ^ops, panel 
departments and the district medical offlees.” Ibia indeed hard that 
” Aryan” doctors should have to swallow their own medicine! 

Everyday Anti-Semitism 

From Concentration Camp to Exile 

A Jewess, who has just returned to Berlin from abroad, dropped 
a casual remark to her servafit, a German girl who had been iu hec 
employment for eight years and iu whom she had every confidence, 
telling her that it was a matter of great pleasure to her not to have 
to see the ugly brown uniforms of the Nazis when sbe was abroad. 

, The servant innocently related the remark to herlrelatives and on 
the following day the secret police sent the Jewess to a concentration 
camp. 

A Jew who visited the State Theatre in Hamburg recently in 
company with a young “Aryan” girl was molested during the 
interval and on the way home by a gang of about twenty youtbs. 
When be and his companion protested,he was knocked down. Four 
young Jews were forced, following threats by other visitors, to 
leave a Hamburg dance ball. Several Jewish visitors to the well- 
known Alster-Pa Villon cafd were forced to leave by one of the 
waiters. 

The well-known Professor Jacoby, of the Law Faculty of tbo 
Muenster University, has been pensioned off as a “ non-Aryan.” 

Included in the new list of persons deprived of their Qermaa 
nationality are Alfred Kontbrowicz, described as a contributor to 
the Freie Pbesse, of Amsterdam, and Jakob Simon, a leading writer 
Tn the Ostsee Beobachteb, of Memel. 

The Niederbhexnische Obemz-JVaoht recently published a 
note congratulating a certain Frau Hoefflick on her seventy-flibt 
birthday, recording that she had been a subscriber to the newspaper 
for the last fifty years. It appears, however, that Frau Hoefilicb is 
a Jewess, and the Nazis have organised a boycott of the paper. 

A Nazi woman, who occupied the post of leader in a Xa/t 
Women’s Group in ^rlin, has been expelled from the Party because 
she told her membra that they could moke their purchases iu 
Jewish shops. 

The KRBtSBLATT for the district of Usingen, reports as follows 
from the well-known excursion resort Sebmitten in the Tauuus 
(near Frankfort): “ Since our resort was frequented last summer to 
an undesired extent by Jewish gqests, hoardings have now been 
erected at the entrances to the village bearing the insenption: 'Jews 
are not desired here.’ It is anticipated that this wUl have a good 
effect for next season.” 

It is reported from Berlin that placmfds have been posted up on 
the Police Station in SchOnfllesserstrasse, as well as a number of 
private buildings, announcing that ** the Jew lives by lies and dies 
with truth.”
